Salt From Earth Floors 
In a Southern woman s recollections 
of Civil war tlilies, a novel means of 
obtaining snit resorted to in those days 
is described. 
“A common practice,” she says, “on 
the part of people who sadly missed 
salt as an ingredient of their food, was 
to dig up the earth floors of the smoke­ 
houses and by a 
sort 
of distilling 
process get out of the earth the .* 
that had dripped from the pork and 
other meats that had been cured in 
the smokehouses.” 
This made a fa'r 
ly good substitute for the snit that 
could no longer be obtained from the 
closed channels of commerce.—Indus­ 
trial Student. 


The oldest company In the world is 
that which owns tlte Falun Mine in 
Sweden.

“The real object of tile trip was to 
test on a long flight our two new In 
struments, the earth inductor compos 
and

indicator,” said M 
Jones. 
"These Instruments have been 
in process of improvement and test in : 
or about a year by the army aviation 
stuff and they are now deemed sails 
factoriiy perfect to be made for gen 
era I use In the government nviati *n 
service. 
Tile only thing lacking is an 
appropriation to make them. 
“The first 450 nil es of the Journey 
was above the clouds. 
That was Jicu 
what we wanted for the instrument 
test so as to he cut off from landmarks, 
such as rivers or railroads. 
We rose 
above tile clouds at once afteF leaving 
I Jayton. 
We practically did not see 
tile land again until after crossing the 
Susquehanna river in Pennsylvania. 
“The purpose of the flight Indicator 
is to show the pilot whether lie is on 
a level course. 
In making a perfect 
spiral or turn there is no loss of bal­ 
ance. but it is difficult to tell whether 
the plane is skidding or slipping off of 
the true balance except under extreme 
condition*. 
The flight indicator show * 
the pilot whether lie is on the true-bal* 
anre or not.

compass enables the aviator to keep a 
straight course without observing land­ 
marks and Mr. Jones said its value was 
dearly proved on the trip from Day­ 
ton as after 450 miles tile plane was 
only eight miles off its exact course 
when It reached tile Susquehanna. 
Mr. Jones sold that a third Instru­ 
ment, a sextant arranged to give a cor­ 
rect artificial horizon so that the ex’aet 
location of the plane may be known, 
similar to tho taking of latitude* and 
lo n g i tu d e , also was tested on tile flight. 
Tile aviator, according to Mr. Jones, 
never sees tile natural horizon, due lo 
the haze and topographical conditions 
’i’he aviator sextant is not yet satis­ 
factorily perfected.

London.— Until now there has been 
no satisfactory explanation 
for the 
phenomenon 
known 
as 
the 
aurora 
borealis or the northern lights. 
For a long time they were regarded 
as the spectra of a hypothetical gas, 
a tenuous mixture of hydrogen and 
helium, whicff was assumed to exist In 
the upper atmosphere. 
This gas was 
called geocoronluiu because the spec­ 
trum bore a close resemblance to the 
spectrum of the sun’s corona. 
» 
In the winter of 1012 Lars Begard, 
professor of physics at the University 
of Christiania, made a special photo­ 
graphic Investigation Into the north­ 
ern lights. 
He c«ine to the conclu­ 
sion that the pale blue and violet rays 
were due to nitrogen that was being 
bombarded by electric rays emitted by 
the sun. 
But the spectrum also had 
a darker green line for which he was 
unable to account. 
Subsidy by Norway. 
About a year ago he again took up 
his investigations and received a sub­ 
sidy from tlie Norwegian government 
which enabled him to carry out some 
very elaborate and expensive research. 
He succeeded in Identifying at least 
thirty out of thirty-five lines In rhe 
spectrum as being doe to nitrogen, so 
that the geocoronium theory could he 
abandoned.

reached Its greatest Intensity nearest 
the earth, but its true nature remained 
a mystery. 
As he could not conceive that nitro­ 
gen gas of sufficient density could exist 
at such 
a height as to 
produce 
a 
luminosity so brilliant as the aurora 
borealis, 
he came to the conclusion 
that the nitrogen was not present in 
the form of a gas, but In the form of 
a fine dust made up of Infinitesimally 
minute crystalline particles that were 
kept suspended by electric charges. 
The temperature one or turn hundred 
miles above the surface of the earth 
approaches the absolute, zero— that Is 
to say —273 degrees C. In such a tem­ 
perature tenuous nitrogen would con­ 
dense Into crystals such as those im­ 
agined by Begard.

To find confirmation of his tentative 
assumptions, Bogard tried to repro­ 
duce

which they were based. 
He went to 
Leyden and worked in the famous 
laboratory 
of 
the 
Dutch 
scientist, 
Helke Kamerllngh Onnes, 
winner of 
the Nobel prize, who in the year 1908 
succeeded in liquefying helium ut a 
temperature of —271.95 degrees C. 
Nitrogen freezes at —210 degrees O. 
With the help of liquid hydrogen Bo­ 
gard was able to reach this tempera­ 
ture, and produced a thin plate of 
solid nitrogen. Ile subjected this plute 
to cathode rnys of varying swiftness, 
and found that with a certain swift­ 
ness the spectrum was Identical with 
that of the northern lights. 
Even the green line, which may 
now be taken as characteristic of the 
solid nitrogen spectrum, was present. 
It would therefore seem that the mys­ 
tery of the northern lights has been 
solved at lust. 


Huge Reservoir Built 
to Store Flood Waters 


The erratic How of the streams of 
the Intermountaln desert country of 
the West uial.-s extremely difficult the 
problem « t e; I net ring in UUU regie 
These streams are characterized by 
extraordinary 
fluctuations 
in 
dis 
charge, varying from zero to enormous 
floods, and changes occur at Irregular 
intervals. 
Owing to such thief nation- 
the constructing engineers 
who a n 
building large .storage works are t orc* , 
to plan types of structures that are 
not common in regions where streams 
are more dependable. 
Out in Nevada the government has 
built a remarkable dam, known as the 
Lahontan, in Carson river, to store the 
floods for irrigation. 
Carson river is 
subject to sudden floods, which are oc­ 
casionally repeated at short intervals. 
The storage reservoir does not contain 
the entire flood discharge, so that pro­ 
vision must he made to take care of 
the surplus. 
Enormous spillways are constructed 
at each end of the dam, which con­ 
verge toward the middle of the river, 
where a circular stilling pool of con­ 
crete hag been built. 
In the center Is a concrete amphi­ 
theater, 
into 
which 
the floods are 
turned and stilled. 
The wide steps of 
the spillways serve to check the down- 
rush of the floods as ’hey are turned 
out of the reservoir to drop hack Into 
the river IOO feet below. The capacity 
of the spillways Is 30,(XX) cubic feot 
per second, or the flow of a big river.

Many Vegetables 
Injured by Pests 


Diseases and Insects Must 
Be Fought Until Crops 
Are Harvested. 


( P r e p a r e d by t h e U n i t e d States D e p a r t m e n t 
of Agriculture.) 
From the time the seeds of garden 
crops are put into the ground until the 
crops are gathered, diseases and in­ 
sects that must be fought may ap­ 
pear. 
Vegetable troubles are due to 
numerous causes, including unfavor­ 
able soil conditions, too wet or too 
dry, too rich or too poor, lack of humus 
or of lime, whether unsuited to some 
crops, careless use of fertilizers, or at­ 
tacks of fungi or other parasites. The 
adoption of the best horticultural prac­ 
tice—crop rotation, 
the 
careful ap­ 
plication of fertilizers suited to each 
, crop, adequate cultivation, the plant­ 
ing of all crops In their proper season 
—Is important for the successful grow- 
1 lug of garden crops. 
Special Treatm ent Required. 
The control of diseases due to fungi, 
bacteria, and other enemies requires 
special additional treatment, as does 
i tin* damage caused by insects. A new 
I bulletin has just been issued by the 
United States Departm ent of Agricul­ 
ture, as Farm ers’ Bulletin 1371, Dis­ 
eases 
and 
Insects of Garden Vege­ 
tables, the purpose of which Is to 
oresent briefly control measures for the 
most important insects and fungous 
and bacterial diseases of I he horae-gar- 
den vegetable crops. 
The use of disease-free seed and 
plants, says rile author of the bullet5!). 
Is fundamental to all Insect and dis­ 
case control. 
A modified application 
of the principle of crop rotation can 
be made even in the home garden by 
moving the rows of each vegetable to 
another place each year. 
Many dis­ 
uses and Insects live over winter in the 
soil and will 
appear on the plants 
. gain next season if they are in the 
same soil. 
Furtherm ore, since many 
of the pests of closely related crops 
are the same, such vegetables should 
not be planted in succession. 
Vine 
crops, 
such 
as 
cucumbers, 
melons, 
etc., should not follow one another, nor 
should cabbage, cauliflower, or related 
crops follow one another. 
Numerous 
Important 
diseases are 
carried In or on th** seed and cannot 
i be controlled by seed treatment, such 
as bean anthracnose, pea pod-spot, and 
potato leaf-roll and mosaic. It is there­ 
fore essential to secure the most dis­ 
ease-free seed obtainable. 
Methods of Control. 
In presenting the methods of con­ 
trolling Insects and diseases the bul­ 
letin discusses them under two head­ 
ings, “Treatm ent” ami “ Prevention.” 
Under “T reatm ent” are discussed the 
methods of control which may he ap­ 
plied after the disease or insects have 
ippeared in the garden, such as the 
use of poisoned bait for cutworms, the 
hand picking of insects, and spraying 
for disease and insect control. Under 
’’Prevention” are Included all measures 
of control applied prior to disease or 
insect appearance which will tend to 
hinder or stop the development of dir- 
enses and insects or prevent their over­ 
wintering to attack the next season's 
i rops, such as planting disease-resis' 
ant. disease-free, and weevil-free seed, 
treatm ent of seed to kill insects and 
diseases, or planting crops on parts of 
the garden free from the pests.

more than shock corn.

This Increased utility is attributed 
1 to the many advantages of silage. 
Practically no waste occurs in th** feed­ 
ing o f silage and It creates an appe­ 
tite 
for cheaper 
roughages. 
lhen. 
too, the same crops fed dry are not 
nearly *o palatable and succulent as 
they ure In the form of silage.
